Effect Of

Before the turn of the century, Dr. J. L. Hardeman and J. H. Wil- 
liams brought the first "blooded" horses from the East to Porterville. 
During the intervening years horses have had their ups and downs 
in this community — as draft animals. they have, of course, virtually 
disappeared, but there have always been excellent, working "cow hors- 
es" through the years and varying numbers of fine pleasure horses. 
‘ Some of the best Arabian horses in the world are being bred by 
Donald Jones in Porterville; at Springville, the late Saul Camp set up 
extensive facilities for his brood mares and his world-famous harness 
‘horse string of Standard breds. 

And now, some 60 years after Dr. Hardeman brought the first 
fine horses to this area, another Porterville doctor has come into the 
horse picture — Dr. G. A. Bendlage, who with Mrs. Bendlage, has a 
really top strong of Thoroughbred brood mares, and an excellent stal- 
lion at their ranch east of Lindsay. 

We mention all this because it is just possible that Dr. and Mrs. 
Bendlage are writing the first pages in a new history of horses in this 
area. 

For as they point out, the southern San Joaquin valley, particu- 
larly the area along the foothills, offers an excellent setup for Thor- 
oughbred production. Native feeds, and irrigated pastures are of the 
best; the elevation is right; land can still be had, and the climate is 


ideal. 


Couple this with the fact that real estate developments are push- 
ing the Thoroughbred business out of southern California, smog is ex- 
panding, and you have a situation that indicates the desirability of 


greener pastures. 


And those greener pastures may well be our own area along the 


foothill slopes of Tulare county. 


Time, of course, will tell, but it appears that there is still room 
for horses, and it is just possible that California "headquarters" for 
ithe "sport of kings" may, within the next few years, move right here 


to our own community.

Eligible For Pay 


FRESNO, July 11 — The pay- 
ment of social security checks to © 
eligible retired people or the sur- 
vivors of deceased wage earners 
does not commence automatically, 
advises Stuart Anderson, Fresno 
social security district manager. 
A formal claim must be filed, and 
required proofs must be submitted 
to the social security office near- 
est the residence of eligible per- 
sons. 

Anderson listed three points for 
action: 1. File a claim when the 
family breadwinner dies; 2. File 
a claim when you retire between 
age 65 and 72; and, 3. File a 
claim when you reach age 72, 
whether you are retired or not. 

In addition, Anderson said that 
anyone who has been disabled and 
unable to work for at least six 
months should contact the Fresno 
social security office at 608 Ma- 
son building, if he has not already 
done so.

We Only Heard 


By BILL RODGERS 


WE NATIVES who have seen 
jackrabbits starve to death on the 
alkali flats lying toward the west 
can only marvel at the phenom- 
inal growth of Coastal Bermuda 
that Bob Lard is developing in a 
240-acre deal west of Strathmore. 
This hybrid grass, planted on the 
toughest kind of alkali soil, is 
growing rank and heavy — and 
even though it was set out in Aug- 
ust of last year and has had only 
this spring and summer to get go- 
ing, it is “taking off” in great 
fashion and shows tremendous 
promise. In fact, if this pasture 
holds up under heavy- use, and 
produces the weight gains that 
Bob is certain it will, a new era 
is being opened in the use of al- 
kali land in the southern San 
Joaquin valley . .. We'll be pass- 
ing along detailed -information 
from time te time on production 
figures, problems, and costs, as 
related) to Coastal Bermuda and 
alkali, for it is possible that we are 
watching farm history in the mak- 
ing. ; 

AND SPEAKING of farm his- 
tory, here are a few ideas as to 
the shape of things to come: New 
treatments for cattle hides are 
being perfected to make leather 
softer and more pliable, and thus 
better adapted for use in the 
clothing field; tests with atomic 
radiation are being made to pro- 
long storage time for fruits and 
vegetables after harvest; milk is 
now being concentrated and sold 
in one-third quart cartons; in 
Ohio the USDA has a 65-ton chunk 
of earth resting on a giant scale 
in an experiment to determine 
just what happens to rain water 
after it hits the ground; scientists 
have developed equipment that 
duplicates the several stomachs 
of a cow, by which forage plants 
can be treated just as in a cow’s 
stomach for benefit of those ani- 
mals with only one stomach; a 
Mew look at size and color of wool 
blankets is in order since wool 
blankets account for 30 per cent 
of the nation’s wedding gift sales 
— the largest single item on wed- 
ding gift lists; and your farm 
home for the future may be solar 
heated; plastic bags are being 
used for marketing cream — a 10- 
pound bag holds the equivalent of 
a five-gallon cream can but takes 
up only half, as much space. 

IF THESE are not enough facts 
for the present, ponder this: If 
a man drank eight pints of water 
every day, he would consume an 
average quantity of 365% gallons 
per annum, counting leap years. 
At this rate, it would take him 
over 740 years to drink 271,466 
gallons of water. which would 
equal an acre foot. 

IF YOU’RE still around after 
that one, ponder further: The 
California State Fair loses about 
$1,000,000 annually.
